DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

Group I, claim(s) 1-14, 20-23, drawn to an antibody, the method of making said antibody and 
method of use said antibody, with a special technical feature of using the antibody in monitoring 
systems involving protein C inhibitor. 

Group II, claim(s)l-7, 15-16, 20-21, 24-25, drawn to an antibody, the method of making said 
antibody and method of use said antibody, with a special technical feature of venous thrombosis. 

Group III, claim(s) 1-5, 19-21, 26, drawn to a kit for measuring activity of a system comprising 
using the said antibody. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 



According to 37 CFR 1.475 regarding unity of invention:
